A “ pretty ” conversation, 
truly, was it not, for a Sunday morning in our metropolis, 
and tbe participants “ pious and respectable ” menT 
Senator Broderick is dead. Killed by the Chief Jnstice 
of California I So long as such a fact is possible in Cali¬ 
fornia, anti-slavery cannot breathe on her soil.

Mr. Broderick bad fine points in his character, and some 
very bad ones. He was a singnlar man. He sprang, as 
you are aware, from the comtoon people. His father was a 
■tune-cutter—be himself followed the trade for some years 
and forced himself np out of his condition into the U. S. 
Senate. He was a lonely man—nnmarried—and inclined 
to solitude. Tbe conduct of Gwin and the Administra¬ 
tion sickened him of tbe dominant party, and, to a great 
extent, of politics. Daring tbe past two winters in 
Washington tbe Slave Democracy have bated bnt feared 
him. It was known generally that few ties bound him 
to society, and be avowed his purpose to say and do as 
he pleased, and, if necessary, be should freely make nse 
of mnrderoas weapons for his protection.

Eng- 
Usb, of Indiana, was severely reprimanded, a couple of 
winters ago, by Mr. B. In fact, Mr, Broderick expressed 
hU opinions very freely of doughfaces and dougbfaceism. 
It may not be generally known, bat it is a fact, that he 
was not the warm political friend of Mr. Douglas. When 
he broke off from the orthodox party, he at first made 
friends with Mr. D., bat he very soon distanced his 1111- 
aols friend, and fonnd that popnlar sovereignty was a 
delnsion. He haUd the Slave Democracy—tbe alavehold- 
Jng clique which rules the nation-and indeed slavery. 

Had he lived. Senator Broderick wonld have grown 
Into a radical anti-slavery man. Aa it was, he was a near 
Wend of Mr. Seward’s, and had the highest respect for 
Mie man and bis position. 

The faults of Mr. Broderick were nortnred in the hot- 
“«d of the Tammany Democracy in New York. He was 
8^tly injared by contact with the Democratic thieves

He appealed from the Session to 
the Presbytery, which confirmed tbe sentence, and then 
from tbe Presbytery to tbe Synod, which has jnst endorsed 
the decision of the subordinate tribnnals, 22 to 11. The 
trial before tbe Synod was tbe occasion of much excite¬ 
ment. Perhaps some correspondent may think it worth 
while to famish os with some accoont of it. 


The people of this city were startled by the telegraphic 
annonneement, in the evening papers of Monday, that 
aa insurrection of slaves bad broken out at Harper’s 
Ferry, Va., a small town on the Baltimore and Ohio Kail- 
road, eighty-one miles from Baltimore, near the dividing 
line of Virginia and Maryland, and at the janotion of 
the Potomac and Shenandoah rivers. The first reports 
were to confused that it was scarcely possible to nnder- 
stand the origin of the affair or to measure its conse¬ 
quences. We have now (Wednesday morning), however, 
a fall, and, doubtless, pretty accurate, account of the 
whole matter in the telegraphic despatches and corre¬ 
spondence of the daily journals; and we shall use tbe 
little space at onr command to put onr readers in posses- 
sion of the facts at the earliest possible moment. 

The insurrection was planned and led by CaptaiifJohn 
Brown, sometimes called “ Old Brown of Ossaws'omie,” 
whose courage and prowess in defence of the Free State 
cause in Kansas have made his name familiar to the 
pnblio ear. We have, at varions times within the last 
two years, beard romors that he was engaged in planning 
an insurrection of slaves, but w • little expected that he 
would lead an assault so desp irate as that at Harper’s 

Ferry. - 

ORIGIN OF THE CONSPIRACY. 

Fnm The Baltimm American, Oct. 18. 

Capt. Brown made his first appearance in Hanmir’s 
Ferry more than a year ago, accompanied by. his WV 
sons—ail three of them assoming the name«er VT;ir-h. 
He ioqaired about land in tbe vicinity, and nirte inves¬ 
tigations as to the probability of Sndiag orc» *od 

for some time boarded at Sandy Point, a mile ti r-jr- 
Ferry. After an absence of some months, the 
reappeared in tbe vicinity, and rented or leased a farm 
on the Maryland side, abont four miles from the Ferry. 
They bought a large number of picks and spades, and 
this confirmed the belief that they intended to mine for 
ores. They were frequently seen in and abont Harper’s 
Feiry, bnt no suspicion seems to have existed that “ Bill 
Smith ” was Capt. Brown, or that he intended embarking 
in any movement so desperate or extraordinary. Yet tbe 
development of the plot leaves no donbt that his visit to 
the Ferry and his lease of tbe farm were ail parts of bis 
preptrstion for an insurrection which bC hnpposed would 
be snccessfnl in exterminating slavery in Maryland and 
Western Virginia. 

Brown’s chief aid was John EL Cook, a comparatively 
young man, who has resided in and near the Ferry some 
years. He was first employed in tending a lock on the 
Canal, and afterwards taught school On the Maryland 
side of the river, and, after a brief resideooe in ^maas, 
where, it is supposed, he became aeqaaioted with Brown, 
returned to tbe Ferry, and married there. He was revurded 
as a man of spme Intelligence, and known to be anti- 
slavery, but was not so violent in the expression of his 
opinions as to excite any snspicions. 

These two men, with Brown’s two sons, were the only 
white men connected with tbe insnrrection that bad been 
seen about tbe Ferry. All were brought by Brown from 
a distance, and nearly all had been with him in Kansas. 

Tbe first active movement in tbe insurrection was made 
at about 10 1-2 o’clock on Sundsy night William Wil¬ 
liamson, tbe watchman of Harper’s Ferry Bridge, whilst 
walking across toward the Maryland aide, was seized by 
a number of men, who said be was their prisoner aad 
must come with them. They conducted him to the 
Armory, which be found already in their possession. He 
was detained till after daylight, and discharged. The 
watchman who was to relieve Williamson at midnight 
fonnd the bridge lights alt oat, and was immediately 
seized. Supposing it an attempt at robbery, he broke 
away, and, bis pnrsners stambling over him, he escaped. 
Tbe next appearance of the inanrrectiooists was at the 
honse of Col, Lewis Washington, a large farmer and 
slave-owner, living about font miles from the Ferry. A 
party, beaded by Cook, proceeded thither, and, ronsiog 
Ool. Washington, told him he was their prisoner. They 
also Seized all the slaves near tbe house, took a carriage 
horse and a large wagon with two horses. When CoL 
Washington saw Cook, be immediately recognized him as 
the man who had called npon him some months previoas, 
and to whom be had exhibited some valuable arms in bis 
poBseesion, ioclnding an antique sword, presented by 
Frederick tbe Great to George Washington, and a pair 
of pistols, presented to Washington, both being heir-lonms 
in the family. Before leaving. Cook wanted Cul. Wash¬ 
ington to engage in a trial of skiTl at sbootiog, and exhi¬ 
bited considerable skill as a marksman. Wben he had 
made the visit on Sunday night, he alluded to bia pre¬ 
vious visit and tbe courtesy with which he had tkien 
treated, and regretted the necessity which made it his 
duly to arrest Col. Washington. He, however, took M- 
vaatage of the knowledge he had obtained by bis fociaer 
visht, to carry dff all the valaable feoUeolton "of xo*- 
whiocr be dfd not reobteln till after (he H'nai defeat of tbe 
iosnrtection. 

Fiom Col. Washington’s he proceeded with bim_ as a 
prisoner in the carriage, and twelve of tbe negroes in the 
wagon, to the house of Mr. Allstadt, anolber large far¬ 
mer on tbe same road. Mr. Allstadt and bis son, a lad 
of sixteen, were taken prisoners, and all their negroes 
within reach forced to join tbe movement. He then re¬ 
turned to tbe Armory at the Ferry. All these movements 
seem to have been made without exciting tbe slightest 
alarm in town, nor did the detention of Capt. Pnelps’s

frenzy. The next moment the marines poured in, thej 
firing ceased, and the work was done, whilst cheers rang 
from every side, the general feeling being that the marines 
had done their part admirably. 

When the insorgents were brought out, some dead and 
others wonnded, they were greeted with execrations, and 
only the precanlions that had been taken saved them 
from immediate execution. The crowd, nearly every 
man of which can led a gnn, swayed with tnmnltnons 
excitement, and cries of “ Shoot them ! ” “ Shoot them ! ” 
rang from every side. The appearance of the liberated 
prisoners, all of whom, through the steadiness of the 
marines, escaped injury, changed the current of feeling 
and prolonged cheers took the place of howls and exeora-

In the assault, private Rnffert, of the marines, received 
a ball in the stomach, and was believed to be fatally 
wonnded. Another received a slight flesh-wonod. 

The lawn in front of the engine-house, after the assanit, 
presented a dreadful sight. Lying on it were two_ bodies 
of men killed on the previons day and fonnd inside the 
honse ; three wonnded men—one of them jnst at the last 
gasp of life, and two others groaciog in pain. One of 
the dead was Brown’s son. Oieway, the wonnded man, 
and hie son Watson were laying on tbe grasi, the father 
presenting a gory spectacle. He had a severe bayonet 
wound in tiis side, and his lace and hair were clotted with 
blood. 

A short time after Capt, B-own was brought out, he 
revived and talked calmly to those about him, dsfeodiog 
bis coarse and avowing that he had only done what was 
right. He replied to qaestions snbstentiaily as follows :

It was not ontil the town was thoroughly wakp^jtp 
and found tbe bridge guarded by ^rmed men, and a gnard 
stationed at all tbe avenues, that tbe people discovered 
that they were prisoners. A panic appeals to have Imme¬ 
diately ensued, and tbe number of insurrectionists at 
once increased from fifty (which was probably their 
greatest force, including the slaves who were forced to 
join) to from five to six hundred. In tbe meantime a 
number of workmen, not knowing anything of wbat bad 
occurred, entered the Armory, and were snccessively 
taken prisoners, ontil at one time they bad not less than 
aixty men confined in the Armory. Among those thus 
entrapped were Armistead Ball, Chief Draughtsman uf 
the Armory ; Benjamin Mills, Master of the Armory; 
and J. E. P. Dangerfield, Paymaster’s Clerk. These three 
gentlemen were imprisoned in the engine-hoase, which 
afterwards became tbe chief fortress of the iosurgeata, 
and were not released until after tbe fin <1 assault Tbe 
workmen were imprisoned in a large bnilding further 
down tbe yard, and were rescued by the brilliant Zunave 
dash made by the Railroad Company’s men which came 
down from Martiosburgb.

At the Hnsio Hall, Boston, on Sunday last, at tbe close 
of a sermon, by the Rev. George fiepwortb, on “ Tbe 
Chnrcb Demanded by the Times,” in which tbe preacher 
criticized the late ntterances of Dr. Bellows, a letter was 
read from Theodore Parker (so says tbe Boston Journal), 
annonneing “ that he is advised by the most competant 
physicians that he will never again be able to address a 
congregation, even should he, as he hopes, gain suffieient 
strength to enable him again to labor with bis pen, or 
speak to small audiences. He urged upon the Society 
the importance of having a permanent minister; and sent 
bis own resignation of his position as pastor. The com¬ 
munication closed with an expression of his continned 
and fervent sympathy with tbe congregation and all its 
members, and a promise of his cooperation with them in 
tbe fntare as in the past, thongh their official connection 
was sundered. Mr. Dudley expressed the desire that Mr. 
Parker shoold remain their pastor while Mr. Parker lived, 
under whatever circamstances, and moved t^t tbe So¬ 
ciety should not accept the reffignatioo. Mr. Leighton 
offered a reaolntion to the same effect. Tbe motion was 
carried, with but two or three votes in tbe negative, and 
the resolution was adopted unanimonsly. Tbe Commit¬

Mr. Theodore Tilton, in introdneiog the Rev. E. H.

THE FIGHTING AND ITS RESULTS. 

The news of the iosarrection flying in all directions, an 
intense excitement was created in tbe sarroundiag region. 
The most exaggerated rnmors gained currency. The 
people of Virginia and Maryland were in a panic, evi¬ 
dently fearing that lbs slaves generally were abont to 
strike for “ liberty or death.” Troops flocked in from 
both States, and a company of U. S. Marines, under com¬ 
mand of CoL Lee, was ordered out by the President of 
the United States. 

W^e cannot find room for all the details of the fighting. 
Some of the iasarrectionista were shot in the streets on 
Monday, a sort of guerilla war being kept np daring the 
day. The attack on the arsenal, where the iosargents 
were entrenched, did not take place till Tuesday morn¬ 
ing. Of this we give a brief report. 

The cannon could not be used without endangering the 
safety of Col. Washington, Mr. Dangerfield, Mr. Ball and 


■ Varions qaestions of this kind were put to Captain' 
Brown, wbicn he answered clearly and freely, with seem¬ 
ing anxiety to vindicate himself. 

He urged that he had tbe town at bis mercy—that be 
conld have bnrnt it, and mnrdered the inhabitants, but 
did not; be had treated the prisoners with courtesy, and 
complained that he was banted down like a beast. He 
spoke of tbe killinirof his son, which he alleged was done 
whilst bearing a fiig of tmee, and seemed very anxious 
for the safety of his wonnded son. Hia conversation bore 
the impression of tbe conviction that whatever be bad 
done to free slaves was right, and that in tbe warfare in 
which he was engaged he was entitled to be treated with 
all tbe respect of a prisoner of war. He seemed fully 
coDVioced that be was badly treated and had a right to 
complain. Altbongb at first considered as dying, an 
examination of his wonnds proved that they are not neces¬ 
sarily fataL He expressed the desire to live and to be 
tried by bis coontiy. In bis pockets nearly $300 were 
found in gold. Several important papers found in bis 
possession were taken charge of by Col. Lee, on behalf of 
the government. 

Besides Capt. Brown, the prisoners taken are his son, 
who is seriously injured in the abdomen, sod is not likely 
to live ; Edward Coppioh, who belonged to Iowa; and a 
ne^ named Shields Green, who came from Pirisburgb 
to join Brown. Tbe stories of all these men are precisely 
tbe same. They agree as to the oljecta propo^ to be 
established, and the number of persons in the movement. 
Yonng Browu, in answer to a question, said there were 
parties ia tbe North connected with the movement, tbns 
differing with his father on this point. Coppicb, tbe other 
white prisoner, la quite yonng, and seems less shrewd than 
the others. He said be did not wish to join the expedi 
tion, and, when asked, gave a reply which showed tbe 
influence which Brown had over him. He said : “ Ob, 
you gentlemen don’t know Capt. Brown ; when be calls 
for ns, we never think of rerosiog to come.” 

Several slaves were found In the room with the insnr- 
rectlonists, but it is believed that they were there nnwill- 
ingly. Indeed, Brown’s expectation as to slaves ra«biag 
there was entirely disappointed. None seem to have come 
to him willingly, and in most cases were forced to 
desert their masters, Bnt one instance in which slaves 
made a public appearance with arms in their bands ia 
related. A negro who had been sharply nsed by one of 
the town people, when he found that be bad a pike in his 
hand, nsed his brief antborily to arrest the citizen, and 
have him taken to the armory. The oitizena imprisoned 
by the insurrectionists all testify to their lenient treat¬ 
ment. They were neither ti”d nor insulted, and. beyond 
theontrage of restricting their liiterty, were not ill used. 
Captain Brown was also oonrteous to them, and at all 
limes assured them that they should not be injured. He 
explained bis purpose to them, and, whilst be had them 
(the workmen) in confioement, made an abolition speech 
ta them. Ool. Ilfashiogton speaks of him as a man of 
extraordinary nerve. He neyer blanched daring tbe 
assault, thongh be admitted in the night that escape was 
,lm(ioaalble,^nd that he wuirid have to die. 

Dntiog Toesday moroio/ o’ce of Wasbingtim’s nelroes 
came in and reported that Capt. Cook was on the moun¬ 
tain, only three miles off; about the same time some shots 
were said to have been fired from the Maryland Hills, and 
a rapid fusillade was returned from Harper’s Ferry. 
The ladepeudeut Grays of Baltimore immediately starts 
on a Bcoutiug expedition, and in two boars returned with 
two wagons loaded with arms and ammunition, found at 
Capt. Brown’s honse. Tbe arms consisted of boxes filled 
with Sharp’s rifles, pistols, Ac., all bearing the stamp of 
tbe Masaaobnsetts Manufactaring Company, Chicopee, 
Maas. There were also found aquantiiy of United States 
ammnnition, a large nnmber of spears, sharp iron bowie- 
knives fixed upon poles, a terrible looking weapon, 
intended for tbe use ot the negroes, with spades, pickaxes, 
shovels, and everything that might be needed—thus 
proving that the expedition was well provided for, that a 
large body of men were expected to be armed, and that 
abondaot means bad been provided to pay all expenses. 
How all these snpplies were got up to this farm without 
altraotiog observation is very strange. They are supposed 
to have been brongbi through Pennsylvania. 

Tbe insarreclionists did not attempt to rob the Pay¬ 
master’s Department at the Armory. A large amount of 
money was there, but it was out distarbed. 

Perfect order having been restored, tbe military—with 
the excepiiou of tbe Uuiled States marines, who remained 
in charge of tbe prisoners—left in various trains fur home. 

It is supposed that a considerable body of slaves have 
made their escape nnder tbe goidance of some of tbe 
insurgents. 

Tbe prisoners will probably ail be bung, either by State 
or United States authority. It is a lamentable affair. 
But we have not room for a line of comment, and there

They were received at the door by Capt. Cook. Lient. 


“ Last evening a detachment of Marines and some volun¬ 
teers made a visit to Brown’s house. Tbe first visit was 
to Uie BCbool-honse, and not Brown’s, as was stated yester¬ 
day. They found a large quantity of blankets, basts, 
shoes, cintbes, tents, and fifteen hundred pikes, with large 
blades afflxi^d. 

“ They also discovered a carpet-bag containing docu¬ 
ments throwing mneb light on the affair, printed consti- 
tntions aod by-laws of an organization, ahowing or indi- 
catiag ramifications in varions Statesof tbe Union.
